T have been formerly cenſur'd by ſome 
People of no ſmall Judgment as well as 
Quality, for my enlargiag on the Power of 
France in the very Beginning of theſe Vo- 
lumes. 
laying, and was far from panegyricking on 
thsit Strength But thought it needtul to 
let theſe Pœople tight, who would not al- 
low the French to be conſiderable, or at 
leaft not ſo powerful as I deſcrib'd them; 
and who were rather for magnifying our 
Strength on every occaſion, and our 
Superiority to the French, and vet at the 
ſame time could not b:at them; That h le 
tx Kings beides petty Princes were lea- 
gued againfttim, and he was too hard f 
them all, yet would not allow him to! 
ſtrong, would not hear of his Power, his 
Armies, and his Conqueſts | 

Now I would ask theſe Gentlemen, if 
any Kingdom now in the World, or per- 
haps ever in the World, could have flood 
after ſuch à Flood ot Diſaſters? if any Po- 
wel ia the World, ſince Fulius Caeſar's War 
with the Gau, could have born three ſuch 
terrible Vitlories, two far leſs Victories 
than theſe, overthrew the Cart bag ini an Po- 
wer? Pompey and Mark Anthony, the great 
Contenders for Empire, lunk at one dec 
five Battle; another Cannæ had difſolv'd the 
Roman Glory, and lay'd her at the Foot uf 
the Carthaeinian Power, one Battle at Leip- 
fick let Guſtavus Adolphus iuto the Heart of 
che German Empire. 


It France Rands aſter three ſuch Blows as 


rheſe, ſhe does u hat no Empire but hers 
ever did, and confirms wh-t ! haxe often 
aflirm'd, That her P-wer was ſuperiour to 
any lingle Empire, that ever was or perhaps 
will be in the World. 

In this Superivrity, 1 reckon not alto- 
gether che Numbers of her Troops; for 
in that, the Turkiſh Empire has been ſupe- 
riour, tro? I do not find, that the Aman 
Empi:e in its moſt flouriſhing State, had e- 
ver re landing Forces than the King of 
France ; but in her Diſcipline and Arc of 
War, in which ſte has inſtructed the 
World, and taught even thoſe Nations that 
now inſult her, in her extraordinaty Con- 
dud of her Affairs, and influencing, man- 
naging, and diſcovering the moſt ſecret 
Councils of her Enemies.

In theſe things, the Superiority of France 
has been without Diſpute viſible to all the 
World—But now -im that made bim, bas 
male bis Sword approach unzo bim, And 
how does his Greataels fall! ; 

I have never been very forward to 
pray for the Life of the King of France 
til now, and methiaks now nothing 
can magaifie the Rstribution of Provi- 
dence, and that vindictive Juſtice, which 
has always humoled the prouden Mortals, 
like letcing him our live his Glory — That 
his Name may become contemptible , 
and his Glory be turu'd into Moucoing,-ven 
before his Eyes; Tnat the perſecuted Part 
of his Subjects may ſee chemſelves reftor'd 
by his own Hand, that ſcatter'd, and their 
Tyrannical Prince flying to them for Suc- 
cour and Protettiun. 

Oa this Score, I would be very willing 
to ſee him live, and give Glory to Divine

Vengeance being put into his Noftrils, he 
may ſubmit to the Chaſtiſement of his on 
Pride—And this is the Condition ot the 
Peace I bave pleaded for.

But io the Spaxiſh Affair, not one Step 
he takes, proſpets z in every Council he id 
precipitated, in every Proj-t dilappoiat- 
ed, his Armies loſe their Glory, his Sol- 
diets are diſpirited, his Troop, diſcomfited, 
his Si-ge broke up, his Provitioagand Ma- 
gazigney deſtroy d, aud, in ſhort, nothing. 
proſpers with him —lf be bas not Eyes to 
ſee the poin. ing Hand of Divine juſtice, it 
muft be from ſome ſecret judicial Blind- 
neſs, equal to that of Pharoab and the
